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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In view of 
the amendment claiming a popiilation of nanocrystallites of monodisperse cores each 
having a semiconductor overcoating, claims 12-18 and 36-62 are allowed over the 
prior art references of record. 

2. The ne^^dy discovered reference, US Patent Application Publication 
2002/0066401 to Peng et al, discloses a synthesis of colloidal monodisperse 
nanocrystals (see abstract and col. 4, paragraph 53). However, no semiconductor 
coating is taught in this reference. In addition, the filing date of the present 
application predates that of the reference. 

3. The Treadway reference, US Patent Application Publication 2003/ 0017264, is 
cited as art of interest. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
